DISDIN’S MONUMENT. 

About six years ago Dr. Kitchiner, and a few 
friends of the late Charles Dibdin, formed them- 
selves into a Committee for the purpose of rais- 
ing a Subscription to defray the expence of erect- 
ing a Monument to his memogy. Mr. Sievier, 
the sculptor, submitied a design, which was ap- 

ved of, and an order wasgiven at the Freema- 
sons’ Hall, which was attended by upwards of 400 
persons, including Braham, and about forty 
vocalists, who sang a number of Dibdin’s songs, 
to the infinite delight of the company. Sir Jo- 
seph Yorke presided vn the oceasion. A num- 
ber of Gentlemen put down their names as Sub- 
scribera-—many paid at the time; but the total 
amount actually received was 269/. Gs., out of 
which the extra expences of the dinner, print- 
ing, advertising, &c. &c. was detrayed. In con- 
seqdence of the death of many of the original 
proposers, nothing was done to further the mo- 
nument, except that the Artist was completing it, 
until Jately; when another Committee was form- 
ed, and Admiral Sir Joseph Yorke appointed 
Chairman, through whose interest permission 
was granted to place the Monument in Green- 
wich Hospital, and in order to remunerate the 
Sculptor, who had only received 100/. on account 
it wae resolved to give a grand dramatic and 
anusical performance at Covent Garden Theatre 
on Taesday, April the 7th, the whole to consist of 
Dibdin’s compositions. , 

No sooner was the inteation of the Commit- 
tee made known, than singers of the first emi- 
nence, with a readiness that does them honour, 
offered their services on the interesting occa- 
sion.* The Dukes of Clarence, Bedford, and 
Devonshire, granted the use of their Boxes. Mr. 
Coleman, acting under the Lord Chamberlain, 
granted a license free of expense, as a tribute of 
respect to the merits of bis departed brother 
Bard; and Mr. Parry undertook to superintend 
the musical department. Miss Paton and Ma- 
dame Vestris cheerfully consented to perform 
Leonora and Leander in the operetta of The 
Padlock; they will be supported by those ster- 
ling actors, Blanchard as .Wungo, and Mrs. 
Davenport, Ursula; J. Russell will play Don 
Diego. ‘Yhe musical entertainment of The 
Queker will also be acted, in which Wood, Kee- 
ley, J. B. Taylur, Miss Hughes, and Miss Forde, 
will perform. A Concert will be performed be- 
aweei the dramatic pieces, in which the follow- 
i eminent Vocalis!s will sing:—Miss Paton, 
Mise Byfield, Miss Goward, and the Misses 
Cawsey Mr. H. Philips, Broadhurst, Goulden,

The monument is completed, in beautiful 
marble, by Mr. Sievier, 34, Southampton-row, 
Rossell-square. It consists of a bust (large as 
life) of Dibdin, ona pedestal, the recording 
Muse reclining on a lyre, pointing to the follow- 
ing lines from his songof‘**Tom Bowlinz’'— 


*‘ Although his body is under hatches, 
“His soul is gone aloft.” 





Tue Lanpiorp anv nis Doc.—A celebra- 
ted descendant of Nimrod, who bas gained the 
esteem and respect of the inhabitants of Stroud, 
Minchinhampton, and neighbourhood, by the 
spirited manner in which he promotes their 
amusement in the healthful and animating exer- 
cise of field sports, resolved, a few days since, 
to fmish the season of hare hunting, by turning 
out a bagged fox, or causing an excellent and 
fearless horseman to precede the pack at some 
distance, and at full gallop, dragging entrails or 
other carrion after him with a rope. We are 
not certain which of these devices was employed, 
but the extraordiuary and unexpected sport of 
the day deserves to be recorded. In the first 
place, we must call the attention of our readers 
to the distressed condition of the unemployed 
weavers throughout the clothing districts, many 
hundreds of whom have been idle for soine weeks 
—and in the second place, it will be necessary 
te notice the serious difference this state of 
things has made in the consumption of beer and 
irits, as well as the consequent decrease of 
profit to sundry small publicans in that unlucky 
neighbourhood, whose cellars are a sure index 
to tell the state of the circulating medium among 
the industrious operatives of Glocestershire. 
Matters were in this situation when the spot 
was named for the pleasures of the day; and no 
sooner was it announced than gne of the afore- 
said publicans, who lived some miles from the 
ace of rendezvous, and who had been daily 
amenting over a full cellar and an empty house, 
im consequence of his friends and customers, the 
weavers, having nothing to do, bethought him 
of the advantage he might derive by repairing 
to the scene of action in company with his fa- 
vourite terrier. Accordingly both man and dog 
were upon the ground early on the morning of 
the hunt, and the sagacious landlord having well 
anointed his faithful and equally sagacious dog 
with oil of anniseed, made the best of his way 
home by a circuitous route, in order that he 
might not be absent during the hours of business, 
as he shrewdly ted that he should be fa- 
voured with an unUsual influx of customers. 
About eleven o’clock, the field was nearly filled 
with sportsmen, weavers, boys, and dogs, and 
the fox or carrion being fairly started, the hounds 
were loosed upon the scent; but contrary to all 
expectation, and to the utter astonishment of 
the sportsmen, the pack went full cry inan op- 
posite direction; and so completely did the anni- 
seed overpower all other scents, which they had 
been accustomed to, that they followed every 
turn and wind which had been made by the un- 
conscious terrier, until afier an erduous chase 
over hill and dale, the whole country echoing 
with the shouts of the sportsmen, weavers, and 
boys, they arrived at the little inn afore-men- 
tioned, where the bounds were at fault, to the 
surprise of the party, and the feigned astonish- 
ment of the landlord (who had carefully locked 
up his terrier.) It proved necessary, however, 
to discuss the business over some of the best ale 
and spirits the landlord could supply; and the 
sportsmen, both horse and foot, who, besides 
being thirsty themselves, treated the weavers 
and boys most liberally, contrived to exhaust 
nearly the whole of the eatable and drinkable 
stock of Boniface, who laughed in his sleeve at 
the fortunate stratagem.— Cheltenham Chron. 





CaLEponian Fancy Baru.—This splendid 
entertainment, which has for some weeks past 
excited so much interest in the fashionable cir- 
cles, took place on Thursday night, in George- 
street Assembly-rooms, and was attended by 
about 800 persons. The scene was altogether 
captivating; and whether we look to the taste, 
fancy, and rich variety of the costumes; the ele- 
gance of the dancers; the decorations of the 
room; the spirit and gaiety with which the 
whole was kept up, it unquestionably surpassed, 
in paint of brilliancy and effect, all former exhi- 
bitions of the same sort which have been given 
in this city.— Edinburgh Evening Courant. 





An atrocious attempt at assassination took 
place a short time ago in the commune of Ver- 
net (Lower Alps) in France. Jaques Roux, a 
muleteer of Colmar, who was employed asa 
carrier of wine across the mountains, set out 
from ~~ on the 6th of March. His servant 
preceded him about a mile, and was to wait for 
him at a hut at Vernet. About one o’clock the 
muleteer arrived ata fountain, and stooped down 
to slack his thirst; when three men in masks 
suddenly made their appearance, and inflicted a 
horrible wound with a sharp instrument. They 
were about to strip him of the property he had 
about him, when they were disturbed by a travel- 
ler who suddenly made his appearance, Assist- 


ance was procured, and the unfortunate man was, 


conveyed to the hospital at Digne, where he re- 
mains without hope of recovery. 





At the sitting of the Court at the Hereford 
Assizes, Mr. Justice Parx said that the conduct 
of the attorneys ju this county was extremely re- 
prehensible. His Lordship stated that they 
would not enter their causes for trial till the last 
moment, because they wished them to stand low 
in the list, that they might be payed for four or 
five days’ attendance at the Assizes instead of 
one. One attorney, indeed, had called ten times 
before he would enter his cause, fearing that it 
might be tried on the first day of the Assize. 
His Lordship intimated his intention of men- 
tioning this at the next meeting of the Twelve 
Judges, with a view to some regulations being 
adopted that would make it the mterest of the 
parties to enter their causes in good time. We 
think that such things as this ought to be attend- 
ed to by the Law Commission, and if that com- 
mission ts ever to be of any service to the country 
in the form of abuses, the Commissioners should 
get matters of this kind set to right, and not 
leave it to be done by the Judges, whose other 





duties afe sufficiently arduous. 


_ Peatvovus Times.—A woman from tbe other 
side of the Spey having been on an errand to a 
neighbouring clergyman’s manse, last week, 
was asked what news she had from the place 
she had just left. “Och! on;’’ replied the wo- 
man, “‘bad news indeed. The Kino has turned 
Papist; and’s gaun to cut aff, wi’ his ain hand, 
the heads of every body that winna turn Papist 
too. A priest,’’ continued the poor woman 
with the utmost seriousness and apparent con- 
cern, ‘‘A priest in our place has been for some 
time past seeking money to build a chapel; but 
he’s geen’t a’ up now, because in a month or 
twa he’s to get the parish kirk.’’— Elgin Cou- 
rier. 





Remarxasite Facr.—Upon a field on the 
farm of Newhouse, in the parish of Lesmahagow, 
which has been ploughed for tame itnmemorial, 
as the ploughman was lately turning over the 
soil, with the horses at their usual pace, one of 
them fairly sunk down, and beeame embedded 
atong the channelly subsoil. It proved a labor 
of no small difficulty to disinter the animal.— 
After he was released from his imprisonment, 
five mea descended, and entered a cavity com- 
pletely over canopied by the surface; and, from 
their report, there was room for five more. There 
was no epperance below which indicated that 
the spot had once been a sepulchre, as neither 
bones, nor urns, nor huge stones, nor ancient re- 
liques of any kind were found,—nor did it ap- 
pear that it had been a vault over-arched. It 
will be gratifying if any correspondent can throw 
light upon such a cavity.— Scotsman. 





A Facr.—So much alarm has the unceasing 
repetition of the term Catholic Bill created, that 
the mania has taken possession even of children; 
and it is much to be feared it has become a bug- 
bear to thousands of mature age, who have 
given themeelves as little trouble as children to 
make themselves acquainted with the real na- 
ture and form of the terrific animal. Not many 
miles from Lanark, as a few little happy urchins 
were going home from a country school a few 
days ago, indulging in their wonted gambols, in 
all the mirth and plentitude of youthful glee, 
their sport was suddenly and unexpectedly inter- 
rupted by the approach of a bull, whose aspect 
at the time was rather alarming.

Tur Roman Coriseum.—Human nature 
shudders on a retrospection of the enormous 
slaughter perpetrated in this amphitheatre, and 
others which preceded and followed it. After 
the death of Decebalus, and the conclusion of 
the Dacian war, Trajan gave these tragic spec- 
tacles to the Roman citizens during 123 succes- 
sive days; on some of which 10,000 tame and 
wild animales were destroyed, and innumerable 
gladiators grappled in mortal combat to amuse 
the savage and applauding multitude.— Black- 
wood’s Magazine. 





Force or ImaGination.—The following 
case lately occurred, under the care of M. Mav- 
R¥, at the Hospital at St. Louis:--A young man 
from the country, a labourer, imagined that he 
had swallowed a young snake in a glass of wa- 
ter. ‘* It is five years ago,”’ said he, ‘‘since the 
accident occurred; since which time the animal 
has not ceased to grow. It has now attained 
an epormous size, and produces great inconve- 
nience; constantly in motion, it traverses the 
belly, mounts into the chest, and sometimes rises 
up to the left eye, when I have a distinct per- 
ception of its size and colour. Sometimes its 
movements are so violent and painful, that [ am 
obliged to constrain them by seizing and squeez- 
ing it through the parietes of the abdomen.’’— 
The patient described a variety of other circum- 
stances connected with his internal enemy, and 
appealed to the bystanders whether they did not 
hear it hissing; yet, in all other respects, he was 
perfectly rational. M. Maury, aware that no 
reasoning would avail, affected to agree with 
him. The patient himself expressed his convic- 
tion that nothing but an operation could save 
him. It was performed in the following manner: 
—In order to render the illusion more complete, 
a large plait was made in the integuiments of the 
abdomen, the base of which was traversed with 
a bitoury, and a live adder introduced into the 
wound in the form of a seton, so as to be under 
the skin. One of the wounds being covered with 
the hand, the patient was requested to assist by 
seizing the head of the ‘‘serpent,”’ and unite his 
efforts to those of the operator in extracting it. 
No idea can be formed of the joy of the patient 
without having witnessed it. Next day he de- 
clared that he was prodigiously shrunk, in con- 
sequence of the extraction of the horrid creature; 
all the torments which he had suffered for five 
years were removed; the cure was complete in a 
few days, and what is more remarkable it has 
continued permanent. One circumstance alone 
for a moment rendered it doubtful; the patient 
was afraid that the serpent might have left some 
eggs, but his confidence was completely restored 
on being assured that it was a male.— Medical 
Gazette, March 23. 





A Scorrisn SoLomon.—In old times, when 
the landloid of an inn presented his guests with 
deoch an doruis, that is, the drink at the door, 
or the stirtup-cup, the drauglit was not charged 
in the reckoning.

Hewry Has, Ese.—The late Chief Cashier 
of the Bank of England, whose decease occurred 
on Thursday, March 26, in the 67th year of his 
age, expired.in a manner awfully sudden. He 
had been indisposed for a few days previous to 
the last evening of his life, but was then appa- 
rently recovering, and expected to have been 
able to proceed in his carriage to his office on 
the following day. He had been sitting in his 
drawing-room in company with his now afflicted 
widow, to whom he was fondly attached, when 
he arose for the purpose of walking into an ad- 
oiming apartment, but on reaching the door he 
fell, and instantly breathed his last. He was a 
gentleman of extraordinary abilities, and of a 
social disposition, intimately acquainted with the 
late Dr. A. Rees, by whom, by a numerous 
circle of friends, he was highly respected. His 
attention to business, great arithmetical attain- 
ments, and strict integrity of principle, were no- 
ticed and duly appreciated by the late Abraham 
Newlafid, Esq. at whose recommendation and 
under whose fostering care he rose gradually 
from a comparatively humble station to the office 
of assistant, or second cashier. -He was also 
one of the executors of Mr, Newland, and at his 
decease was appointed by the Hon. Board of 
Directors to succeed him ia his office. 

Tue Kinc’s Cortece.—Preparations are at 
length commenced for obtaining possession of 
the site mentioned some months since on the 
east of Somerset House, for erecting the new 
College. Soine few purchases of individual in- 
terests have been already made, and, as we hear, 
at such very liberal prices, that should the com- 
mittee persevere in this way, it is shrewdly sus- 
pected the princely sum subscribed will prove 
altogether inadequate to complete the building.

Lonpvon Levers.—The most lofty site in the 
immediate vicinity of London is the tavern called 
Jack Straw’s Castle, on the brow of Hampstead 
Heath, which is 443 feet above the Thames.— 
The top of the croas of St. Paul's Cathedral is 
407 feet, while its base, or ground line, is 52 
feet. The base of the lowest building is that of 
the Bricklayer’s Arms, Kent road, the sill of the 
south door of which is only six inches above the 
high water mark. The sill of the north entrance 
door of Westminster Hall is only 11 inches.— 
The Mirror. 


Foestn Turtie.—The remains of « sea tur- 
tle have lately been discovered, and are now in 
the possession of Mr. Deck, of Cambridge. It is 
embedded in a mass of septarie, weighing up- 
wards of 150 pounds, with two fine specimens 
of fossil wood; and was obtained im digging for 
cement stone, about five miles fram Harwich, in 
three fathoms water, where, as a mass of stone, 
it had been used as a stepping block.— Buke- 
well’s Geology.

The lighteand shades 
of the countenance are marked with the nicest 
discrimination, the features delicately pencilled, 
and the characteristic expression nopeginiey 
preserved.

Its 
only defect consists in its being a little too 
young for the original. This however is sin- 
ning on the right side, and so far from im- 
pairing, it heightens not a little the grace 
and interest of the portrait.

Davis, the deceased, 
a friend of Mr. Sadlier, being dissatisfied at this 
mode of settling differences, challenged the pri- 
soner to fight him, which the other declined, 
on the ground that he had no quarrel with Mr. 
Davis. ‘‘You shan’t have that to say,’’ said 
the other, and spat in his face. M’Donough, 
nothing moved by this outrage, took out p 
handkerchief end wiped his face, declaring at 
the same time thet he would resent the insult 
im a miore proper place. The deceased, how- 
ever, still insisted that he should fight him with- 
out stirring from the spot on which he stood, 
and threw one end of bis handkerchief at hiw, 
in token of defiance. Irritated by these repeat- 
ed provocations, the prisoner drew forth a pi 
tol and fired. ‘The ball passed through Davis's 
head, and lodged in the body of a countryman, 
who is since dead in consequence of the wound. 
M‘Donough ran immediately to the place where 
his horse stood, pursued by an immense mob of 
Tipperary boys of the faction of his assailant, 
and had just time to leap into the saddle and 
escape with his life. He was taken the next 
morning in the neighbourhood of his own resi- 
dence, and marched hand-cuffed through the 
country to Philipstown gaol. It was proved 
on the trial that Davis bed a pistol in his hand 
when he acted towards the prisoner with such 
unprovoked violence; and also that the coun- 
try people had manifested, both in their lan- 
and gestures, the most alarming hos- 
tility against the prisoner, so that his life was 
in imminent peril. The jury pronounced a ver- 
dict of acquital, to the great satisfaction of all 
present. Mr. M’Donough is a gentleman of 
excellent character and most unoffending de- 
meanour. 
Marysoroveun, March 21.—Juvce Moorr 
came into the town at about three o'clock, and 
swore in the grand jury, whom he addressed 
at considerable length He lamented the state 
of the calendar, which presented so many cases 
of murder. He also adverted to a violent out- 
rage which was tted fast night at a 
place called Poor-man’s-bridge, on the estate 
of Lord Portarlington, between Mountrath, and 
Ably Leigh. Some time ago lord Portaling- 
ion let a farm, of which the former tenant had 
been dispossessed, to a person named Sutcliffe. 
Since that time various annoyances have been 
practised, in order to induce Sutcliffe to give 
up the land, but without effect. Last night a 
numerous party, well armed and disciplined, 
broke open his house, and forced him to take 
an oath that he would quit the place within 
21 days. The leader of the gang was a per- 
son of respectable appearance and acdress. His 
followers called him “Captain,’’ and received 
his orders with deference. fe reproved some 
of them, who proposed to shoot Sutcliffe, say- 
ing, that it was not inst the man, but 
against the system, that they were at war; but, 
should he remain beyond the allotted time, he 
must die to a certainty. Another of the party 
said that they had expected O'Connell to do 
all this for them, but as he, too, had betrayed 
them, oa must take the law into their own 
hands. They were all strangers, undistinguish- 
ed, and, on quitting the place, broke‘into smal! 
parties, and marched off in different directions, 
some towards Mountrath, but the greeter num- 
ber took the road to Marborough. Their arms, 
consisting of gans and pikes, were in excellent 
order, gleaming in the moonlight like those of 
a regular company of soldiers. They took a 
blunderbuss from Sutcliffe, and hw tea- 
spoons; but plunder did not seem t0 be their 
obiect.

It is stated that the British Government intends 
sending out a considerable reinforcement to the 
garrisons of the Ionian Islands, as a check to the 
increasing force of Russia in the Mediterranean. 
Some persons are of opinion the preparations 
are destined against Portugal; but the British 
Traveller believes there is no foundation for the 
rumour. 

Accounts from Portsmouth state, that trans- 
ports are engaged at that port for the convey- 
ance of 8,000 troops.

| Cruel treatmeat of Parish Apprentices.

| of Esther Hibner, the elder, Esther Hibner, her 
daughter, and Aan Robinson, their servant, for 
the wilfal murder of Frances Colpitt, a child, 
ten years of oge, @ system of most atrocious 
cruelty and oppression was exposed, to which, 
|since October last, the deceased and severa! 
other children, parish apprentices, had been 
subjected. We hope the exposure will lead to 
a greater degree of caution and vigilance on the 
part of parish officers and the friends of ihe poor, 
| and that the persons to whom children may be 
apprenticed by the parish, and who may be in- 
clined to abuse their power over those generally 
friendless and unprotected beings, will be warn- 
ed by the conscquences of the criminal and 
cruel conduct we are about to record. It ap- 
peared, upon trial, that the deceased was one of 
a number of pauper children, apprenticed to the 
elder Hibner, by the overseers of St. Martin’s 
parish, to learn the business of tambour work- 
ing. The prisoners were arraigned on the ver- 
dict of the coroner's jury for having produced 
the death of the deceased, by starvation and 
other cruel and violent treatment. The decased 
and the other children were not allowed a sufti- 
ciency of food, their food for the day frequently 
consisted of only a slice of bread, and a cup ot 
milk and water; at other times, when the elder 
prisoners said they had not earned their brenk- 
fast, they were allowed a few potatoes in the 
middle of the day, and nothing more till the fol- 
lowing morning; nine pounds of potatoes were 
the allowance for the family, which consisted of 
twelve persons. They were allowed fresh meat 
only once a fortnight. They often cried for 
food, and frequently picked from a tub in which 
refuse was kept for the pig. ‘They were com. 
pelied to rise to begin work at three and four in 
the mornipg, andewere kept at work till eleven 
at night, sometimes two in the morning, and 
sometimes all night. They had scarcely any 
bed to lie on, and frequently during the nost in- 
clement season their resting place was the fioor- 
ing, and their only covering was an old rag.— 
They were not allowed to go out for air or ex- 
ercise, afd on Sundays they were locked up in 
the kitchen, the windows of which were closed. 
The deceased by this treatment was reduced to 
such a deplorable condition that her feet morti- 
fied, and this, with the bursting of an abscess of 
the lungs, brought on by abusive treatment, oc- 
casioned her death. 
The younger Hibner, had taken the deceased 

from the frame, at which she was working, 








though in a state of extreme illness, knocked 
her down, then lifted her up and knocked her | 
down again. The deceased, when she could | 
hardly crawl] about the house, was told by the | 
younger Hibner to wash: the stairs, and not 
being able to do this. she was flogged with a 
cane and a rod, and then sent down again to 
perform the task, when, having wetted the 
stairs, from being unable to go to the proper 
place, the younger Hibner put the child’s nose 
and face in it, and afterwards plunged her head 
into a pail of water: the prisoner Robinson, 
who was standing by, encouraged witness to 
commit this violence, and said ‘‘Curse her, do 
it again, and that will finish her.”’ The medi- 
cal gentleman who examined the body, ascrib- 
ed the death of the deceased to want of air and 
exercise, and the improper treatment she had 
received. The Judge in summing up, told the 
jury that if they were of opinion that death had 
been occasioned by the general treatment whic) 
the deceased had received, the verdict must be 
against the elder prisoner, but that if they 
thought the immersion of the child’s head in 
cold water had been the cause of it, the verdict 
must be against the younger Hibner and Robin- 
son. The jury, after consulting together for 
an hour, returned a verdict of Guilty, against 
the elder prisoner, and acquitted the other two. 
Mr.: Baron Garrow passed sentence upon the 
elder Hibner, after commenting upon her 
crime, and the wretched woman was ordered 
to be executed on Monday. 

The conduct of the wretched criminal in the 
interim between her sentence and conviction 
was callous and unfeeling beyond description.— 
She could not be induced to say a single prayer, 
or to make the slightest preparation for death, 
and the only regret she expressed was that she 
had not rushed out of the dock when on her trial 
and torn the children who gave evidence 
against her to pieces, and that she could not 
have the life of the churchwarden who appeared 
against her, in which case, she eaid, she would

ELECTION OF A POPE. 

Cardinal Francis Xavier Castiglioni, Bishop 
of Freseati, Grand Penitentiary and Prefect of 
the Sacred Congregation of the Zudex, hasbeen 
elected to be Sovereign Pontiff of Rome, and 
head of the Roman Catholic Church. The fol- 
lowing ceremony was performed on occasion of 
this Election:— 

Cardinal! Galeffi Camorlingue, of the Holy Ro- 
man Church, consigned to the Holy Father the 
Fishertoan’s Ring. In the mean time the balco- 
ny over the great gate of the Quirinal Palace 
being opened, his eminence Cardinal Albani, 
First Deacon, announced to the people the new 
Pontiff in the following words:— 

*“Innuntio vobts gaudium magnum; habemus 
Papain, eminentissinum ac reverendissimum 
dominum Francisewn-Xaverium, Episcopum 
Tusculanum 8S. R. £. Cardinanem Castiglioni 
qui .ibi nomen imposuit Pius VIII.”’ 

On this announcement, the people, who 
crowded the place notwithstanding the torrents 
of rain which had been falling for two hours, 
filled the air with loud plaudits. The mulitary 
band played, and the cannon of St. Angelo dis- 
charged several rounds. All the inhabitants of 
Rome gave themselves up to the most pure joy, 
which will be responded shortly by the whole 
Catholic world. 

The Pope has appointed Cardinal Albani, 
Secretary of State. 

he election of Cardinal Castiglioni to the chair 
of St. Peter, has given great satisfaction to the 
French government. The Wessager, m retu- 
tation «f the assertion of the Gazette deFrance, 
which stated that M. de Chateaubriand had en- 
deavoured to procure the election of Cardinal 
Zarla to the Papal Chair, and had entirely failed, 
since that Cardinal obtained only one vote— 
declares that the new Pontiff is precisely the 
one that France desired, and whom the noble 
speech of M. de Chateaubriand had pointed out. 

Cardinal Castiglioni (says the AMessager,) 
the friend and the confident of Pius VIL. ts ce- 
lebrated in the Church for his exalted piety and 
learning. He was raised to the Bishoprick of 
Cesena, the native town of Pius VII., who there- 
by gave hima proof of affection and esteem; 
being promoted to the dignity of Cardinal in 1816, 
he became the confidential counsellor of Cardi- 
nal Gonsalvi, who exercised fur so long a period 
a moderate and beneticial power at Rome. If 
we add a fact, it is that Cardinal Castiglioni was 
supported by France at the time of the election 
of Leo. XII., and opposed to that Sovereign 
Ponti: 

M. de Chateaubriand has therefore worthily 
accomplished his mission to the Sacred Collgge. 
Catholic France has acquired an ally at the 
same time as a Sovercign Poutiff, and instead of 
being afflicted attsuch a choice, the friends of 
the Galican Church have reason to congratulate 
themselves upon it. 


FROM THE THEATRE OF WAR.

** Wounded soldiers arrived here from the 
other side of the Danube, where hostilities have 
recommenced, and frequent engagements be- 
tween the advanced posts take place. In the 
Russian army the greatest activity prevails, and 
it seems intended to prosecute the operations 
with a degree of vigour which may lead to a 
speedy decision of the campaign. Several di- 
visions of infantry, with light and heavy artil- 
iery, bave marched against Silistria, to invest 
that place. Ghiurgevo is now regularly be- 
sieged, and the thunder of the artillery from 
that quarter is incessant. The possession of 
that place is of great importance. Ghiurgevo 
is the only fortress of consequence which the

The order for enlisting all unmarried 
men has given great dissatisfaction, fur if the 
Servians are not so well inclined to the Russians 
as the people generally believe, they however 
do not show any inclination to fight against 
them.

An article from Odessa, of March 17, says— 
‘* The news of the taking of Sissiboli has caused 
great joy here. We have since received accounts 
from Varna to the 10th inst. which state, that 
our fleet which reconnoitred Sissiboli last year, 
has landed 300) men there, with a sufficient sup- 
ply of ammunition and provisions, to repulse with 
vigor any attack from the Turks. Our troops 
have passed the Kamtschick, near Varna, and 
have taken up a position on the right bank of 
that river. A considerable expedition is fitting 
out at Sebastopol, which is said to be intended 
for Bourgas.”’ 

A letter from Jassay, dated the 18th of March, 
mentions the arrival of a Turk of distinction in 
that city, with intelligence of the death of Jus- 
suf Pacha, the late Lieutenant Governor of 
Varna. It seems that this gentleman had re- 
peatedly expressed a wish to proceed to Italy or 
Switzerland, but that the Russian Government 
had, on every occasion, expressed itself opposed 
to the execution of any such plan. 

According to the same letter, the Russians 
have organized a train of 60,000 wagons, drawn 
by oxen, for the ensuing campaign. Every five 
hundred wagons are to form a detachment, com- 
manded by an officer, and to each detachment 
four field pieces arc attached. Every wagoner 
is to be armed with a sabre, a carabine, and a 
scythe, so that he will be able, wherever he may 
happen to be, to cut such grass as he may meet 
with, for the supply of the cattle; and, in case of 
urgent necessity, the oxen themselves may be 
slaughtered for the supply of the army. As the 
men attached to this train are armed, the army, 
stated as amounting, already, to 250,000 men, 
may be considered to receive an additional rein- 
forcement of 80,000 men. 

Advices from Constantinople, to the 11th of 
March, also mention the attacks made by the 
Russians at Sissiboli, Archiali, and other places 
along the coast, and say, that they have occa- 
sioned increased activity in the preparations of 
the Sultan to open the campaign. Even the 
commencement of the Ramadan had produced 
no relaxation, and immense numbers of troops 
and great quantities of cannon and ammunition 
had been sent, partly by land, to Adrianople, 
and partly by sea, to Rodosto. The Porte, it 
was expected, would have at least 300,000 men 
in the field, Europeans and Asiatics, but the ex- 
act time at which the new Grand Vizier would 
be ready to put himself at the head of the army 
was not known. Numbers of ships had been 
built or repaired so as to form a powerful arma- 
ment, if good sailors could be procured. But, 
in the absence of the Greeks, by whom the Ot- 
toman fleets used chiefly to be manned, it was 
impossible to provide efficient crews. The 13th 
day of the Ramadan was the day said to have 
been fixed for the departure of the Sultan for the 
army. It was thought that he would stop some 
time at Adrianople, in the plains of which it was 
also imagined that the fate of the empire would 
be decided, if the Russians should succeed in 
crossing the Balkan, 

In the meantime the blockade of the Darda- 
nelles begins to render the scarcity of provisions 
inost alarming at Constantinople; and it may be 
matter of doubt whether famine will not do much 
more towards the reduction and surrender of the 
Sultan’s capital, than the combined operations 
ofthe Russian army and vessels of war. One 
point appears inevitable, that the Ottoman em- 
pire altogether depends on the issue of the san- 
guinary campaign just commenced. 

From the Berlin papers, it seems certain that 
there will be an interview between the Royal 
Families of Russia and Prussia, but that it has 
no political object. It is no longer believed at 
Vienna that there is any treaty offensive and de- 
fensive between Russia and Prussia. It seems 
that the Austrian Government has convinced it- 
self that no such treaty exists,

The most unportant of these, is one which ex- 
tends the right of electing Members for the 
Council General of the Departments to 160,000 
individuals; whereas, in the ormginal Project, it 
is limited to 40,000."’ 

The foregoing is copied from the London Cou- 
rier of April Lith. The same paper contains # 
postscript, from which we learn that the two 
Laws relative to the Communal and Departmen- 
tal Organization have been withdrawn, by an 
ordinance of the King, datedon Wednesday eve- 
ning, after the debate upon theproposition made 
by General Sebastiani, which was lost, as we 
mentioned above, by a majority of 28.

world.”’ 

ASSASSINATION OF A RUSSIAN MINISTER. 

St. Pe'ersburgh, March 27.— Letters received 
from Teheran inform us of a horrible catastro- 
phe which took place in that city on the Sist 
January, (12th Feb.) in consequence ofa violent 
quarrel between the suite of M. Gribojidoff, our 
Minister at that Court, and some of the popu- 
lace. Some idlers having assembled before the 
Minister’s house during the quarrel, though Gt 
to take part in it, and some of them having been: 
soon killed, an immense crowd hastened front 
the Bazaar to avenge their countrymen, forced 
the gate of the hotel, and in spite of the resist- 
ance of our Cossacks and of the Persian Guards, 
four of whom were killed, succeeded in penetra- 
ting to the inner apartments, were all that came 
im their way was sacriliced to their rage. In 
vain the Shah himself, accompanied by his son 
Selou Sultan, Govenor General of Teheran, came 
with a considerable force to check and disperse 
the rioters. It was too late: Mr. Gribopdoff, 
and his suite, had already fallen victims to the 
rage of the assassins. Only M. Maizoff, the 
First Secretary of Legation, and three others 
persons, escaped the carnage. The Shah, Abbas 
Mirza, and the whole Court, are in the greatest 
consternation; the latter has gone into m 
for 8 days. Eager to give us all the satisfaction 
which we have a right to demand, he intends to 
send his eldest son, with the Caimacan, to Ge- 
neral Paskevisch, to communicate to him all the 
particulars and explanations which the General 
in Chief may desire, respecting this dreadful 
event. 

PORTUGAL AND BRAZIL. 

It is believed in London, that the negotiations 
were on foot between Don Pedro and England, 
with a view to some adjustment of the distract- 
‘ed affairs of Portugal. The young Queen, it was 
supposed, would return to Brazil. Another rae: 
mor destines her to the island of Terceira.— 
There is a report from Paris, that the Emperor 
Don Pedro is shortly to marry a Princess of the 
House of Orleans. 

The news from Portugal is of the same old 
general character. Every thing is unsettled and 
in confusion. The following story of a quarrel 
in the palace, frog Lisbon, April 3, is well got 
up: 

“The Usurper came to the knowledge of the 
fact, that a footman, formerly in the private 
service of the Infant Donna Isabella Maria, ex- 
Regent for Don Pedro, had set out for England, 
and believed that his servant was the bearer of 
important despatches—namely, of the corres- 
pondence of the Princess with the agents of Don 
Pedro, and that she had taken this opportunity 
of saving from the clutches of her brother and of 
her mother her jewels and money. Don Mi 

has lately laid violent hands on all the 

and other valuables which he could collect, to 
supply his coffers in case he should be obliged ta 
abandon the kingdom. Furious, therefore, at 
the news of his sister’s conduct, he rushed into: 
her chamber with a pistol in his hand, and de- 
manded an account of the flight of her servant. 
The unfortunate Princess, seeing death before 
her eyes, trembled in silence, and Don Miguel 
waz about to strike with the pistol, which was 
provided with a bayonet. The magnitude of the 
danger gave her courage: she threw herself upon 
him, and made him fall in her escape. The as. 
sassin rose in a fury, wounded in the arm Count 
de Camarido, who endeavoured to restrain hie 
rage, and fired on the Princess, but happily for 
her the ball struck only a poor domestic, who 
fell dead on the spot. The barber, Count Que- 
luz, the favorite of the royal assassin, being un- 
able to resist a movement of pity, threw himself 
at the feet of Don Miguel, beseeching him not . 
to kill his sister. The life of the Princess was 
saved by his interference, and the tyrant hee 
been satisfied with imprisoning her in her apart- 
ments, There is now a talk of sending her to @ 
convent.’’ 

Subsequent accounts deny that there was any 
attempt of personal violence on the part of this 
Royal Punch of Usurpers. 


GREECE. 

According to the last accounts from Demetrius 
Ypsilanti, the Turks had been again expelled 
trom Livadia, after a very sanguinary battle. 

Accouuts fron Malta, of the middle of Februe 
ary, say that Admiral Malcolm had sent a ship 
of the line to Naples, to conv ey the Ambassa- 
dors of France and Engiand to Constantinople, 
or to some other Turkish city. Most of the 
Russian men-of-war which were at Malta have 
sailed to Poros.

VICE-CHANCELLOR’SCOURT.—Marcn 28. 
InsuNcTIoN.—Sweet and others v. Archbold 
and another. 

Mr SuepeEn moved for a special injunction to 
restrain Mr. Archbold (the barrister) from pub- 
lishing a work entitled ‘* Practice of the Court 
of Common Pl-as.”’ 

Mr. Pepys trusted his Honour would post- 
pone hearing this motion for the present. Mr. 
Archbold was on the northern circuit ; but a let- 
ter had been received from him, stating that he 
had a satisfactory answer to the case. 

Mr. SuGprn—I will show a gross piracy, 
therefore there can be no answer. 

Mr. Perys complained that there had been 
no notice given of making the motion. 

The Vice-CHANCELLOR — Suppose, Mr. 
Sugden, you let the case stand over for a week, 
upon the defendant’s undertaking to keep an 
account. 

Mr. SuGpen—I must press the application,—- 
notice had been given on the 16th inst. 

The Vice-CuanceLtLorn—That materially 
alters the case. I will hear it now. 

Mr. SuGpen then stated that the plaintiffs, 
who are booksellers in Chancery-lane, purchased 
of the defendant the copyright of his work, en- 
titled ** Practice of the Court of King’s Bench,’’ 
for the sum of 650/. The book met with very 
great encouragement, and they subsequently 
entered into another contract with him for a 
work to be entitled, ‘* Practice of the Court of 
Common Pleas.’’ This latter agreement, how- 
ever, the defendant (after supplying five pages 
of copy) violated, and the plaintiffs brought an 
action against him for a breach of contract, and 
received damages, for which he gave a cognovit, 
which had since been paid. Shortly afterwards 
Mr. Benning, a bookseller in Fleet-street, 
brought out a work, entitled ‘* Practice of the 
Court of Common Pleas,’’ edited by Arch- 
bold, Esq., which turned out to be a great pla- 
giarism of the plaintiffs’ book. The Learned 
Ceunsel then read several passages in the dif- 
ferent publications, which were word for word 
the same ; there were several affidavits stating 
that whole pages, without the alteration of a 
single letter, were the same; and a great part 
of the work published by Mr. Benning was set 
up from printed copy, and that the defendants 
did not become acquainted with these facts but a 
few days previous to their giving notice of this 
application. ‘ 

Mr. Wriaurt was on the same side ; but 

The Vice-CHuaNnce.tor, after looking at the 
different works, said he would not trouble him, 
and asked Mr. Pepys what answer he could 
give? 

Mr. Pepys said, if time had been allowed to 
Mr. Archbold, he could give a satisfactory an- 
swer, and convince the Court that the works were 
as much as they could be, considering the'si- 
milarity of the practice in the Law Courts, dif- 
ferent. Mr. A. was at present at Lancaster, and 
not having access to his papers (they being in 
London,) he could not make the necessary afhi- 
davits ; he therefore trusted his Honour would 
not for a short time grant the injunction. It 
wasa most singular fact that the plaintiffs’ had, 
on two former occasions, obtained injunctions 
against the defendant, at the time he was on his 
circuit, which he afterwards got discharged with 
costs ; and he had little doubt but that would be 
the case in the present instance if his Honour 
granted the motion. 

The Vicre-Cuance itor had no doubt he 
ought to grant the injunction ; the defendant 
would have been at Iiberty, in certain cases, to 
make an abridgment of his former work, but it 
never could be supposed, after selling the copy- 
right, that he bad a right to make a servile copy 
of it, which appeared to have been done, for in 
pages together a single letter was not altered. 
With respect tothe affidavit of Mr. Benning, 
stating that the plaintifs had subscribed for 25 
copies of the work as long back as the 7th No- 
vember, and therefore they must have been ac- 
quainted with the conients a long ume before 
making this application, he did not think that 
was by any means clear, for it could not be 
supposed that a bookseller was immediately to 
become acquainted with the contents of all the 
books that passed through his hand. Under all 
the cicumstances he felt no hesitation 1 grant- 
ing the mot:on.—Injunction granted.
